The caller related that he had 
received information from an unidentified worker at Gage Park, that the accused was 
using and selling marijuana at the park. Officer Glover was assigned to Gage Park 
in the summer of ; 1994. (ATT. # 1 & 2 ). 

During, the course of this investigation Captain Holn was contacted and related 
that he had spoked to the park's supervisor. The supervisor related that Officer 
> Glover did a .fine job and had no complaints while assigned to the park during the 

< summer of 1994. (ATT. #3). 

2 The accused's personnel file was reviewed and photo obtained. (ATT. #4). 

** There were a total of five (5) surveillances conducted during the course of this 

investigation. None of these surveillances showed the accused subjedt. Police Officer 
Kevin Glover, involved in any narcotics activity. A surveillance at Gage Park also 
proved negative for any. illegal activity. (ATT.**# 5,6,7,8 & 9 ). 

None of the surveillances conducted during the course of this investigation 
provided any information regarding the allegation that was made by the annonymous 
police officer. The Information and evidence contained in this Summary Report Digest 
supports a finding of NOT SUSTAINED.
